A New Era of Devolopment in Alberta. 


Even those hitherte among the most 
incredulous now admit that the construo- 
tion of the Calgary and Edmonton rail- 
way will soon bean accomplished fact.

Cattle Imports Iato England for April. 


_ —The monthly statistics show that dur- 
ing May there had been imported into the 
United Kingdom 62,155 oxen and bulls, 
against 38,531 in the corresponding month 
ot last year, 50,317 being consigned via 
the Atlantic ports of the United States 
against 27,495. Of sheep and lambs 
10,621 were received against 19,621, Hol- 
land contributing 3,832, against 5,699 ; 
and the United States (via Atlantic ports) 
1,040, against 8,593. The number of cows 
received wat 4,598, against 5,942; of calves, 
7,382, against 6,390; and swine 84, 
against 3,069. ;
